COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
Worcester, ss. 


To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting: 


In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are here- 
by required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town 
qualified by law to vote in Town affairs to meet at the Town 
Hall on Monday, the fifth day of March next, punctually at 
9:00 o’clock in the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 6:30 


P. M. on said day of meeting) to act upon the following articles, 
namely: 
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Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. | 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing, including the following officers: Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, Collector, one Selectman for three years, one As- 
sessor for three years, one Road Commissioner for three years, 
one member of the School Committee for three years, one Li- 
brary Trustee for three years, one Park Commissioner for three 
years, one Commissioner of Trust Funds for three years, five 
Constables, and a Tree Warden. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to hear and act 
upon the report of the Selectmen, Board of Public Welfare, 
School Committee, Engineers of the Fire Department, and any 
other officers and committees of said Town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate or appropriate from 
any surplus or available funds in the-treasury, such sum or sums 
of money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town charges 
for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
town treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1956, and to issue a note 
or notes therefor, payable within one year and to renew any 
note or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year 
in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, General Laws. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
on and after January 1, 1957, in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1957. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap-

the present water system from the corner of Hopedale and 
Green streets and extending approximately 3,430 feet to Daniels 
street, said installation consisting of eight inch water mains and 
five hydrants, to be installed at locations to be determined by 
the Water Commissioners, or act in any manner relating thereto. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
three hundred twenty-five dollars ($325) toward defraying the 
expenses of Memorial Day. 


Article 9. To see what disposition the Town will make 
of money refunded from the county on account of the dog tax. 


Article 10. To see what salary and compensation the 
Town will allow each elected Town Officer for his services. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the 
Town. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for Insect Pest Control. 


Article 13. To see what sum of money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for the suppression of Dutch Elm Disease. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate a 
sum or sums of money for a Reserve Fund. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to transfer the 
balance of $812.65 remaining in the Architects and Engineering 
Services Appropriation, to the Elementary School Building 
Fund, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
provisions of Chapter 32B of the General Laws (Tercentenary 
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Edition) providing for contributory group insurance for cer- 
tain persons in the service of the Town, or take any action in 
relation thereto. 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $4,000.00, to meet its share of the cost of 
premiums of contributory group insurance for certain persons 
in the service of the Town, or take any action in relation 
thereto. 


Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to raze, sell or make other disposition of the Chapel 
Street School building, or take any action in relation thereto. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell or otherwise dispose of desks, chairs, and 
other equipment in the Chapel Street building, or take any 
action in relation thereto.

VITAL STATISTICS 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
following lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered re- 
port them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be 
corrected, as it is of importance that the record of Vital Sta- 
tistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts from the 
General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 3. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of the 
birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge show- 
ing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, its 
sex and color, the name, age, birth place, occupation and resi- 
dence (including the street number, if any) of each parent, 
the maiden name of the mother and the name of the physician 
or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. If the child 
is illegitimate, the names of and other facts relating to the 
father shall not be set forth except upon written request of 
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both the father and mother. Said physician or officer shall, . 
within fifteen days after such birth, mail or deliver to the 
clerk or register of the town where such birth occurred, a re- 
port stating the facts herein above required to be shown on 
said record and also the said written request, if any provided, 
that if said report is not so made within forty-eight hours 
after such birth, said physician or officer shall, within said 
forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to said clerk, or registrar 
a notice stating the date and place of the birth, the street 
number, if any, the ward number, if in a city, and the family 
name. Upon presentation to him of a certificate of the town 
clerk stating that any such birth has been duly reported, the 
town treasurer shall pay to such physician or officer a fee 
of twenty-five cents for each birth so reported. Any physician 
or any such officer violating any provision of this section shall 
forfeit not more than twenty-five dollars. 


Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which a 
child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such birth, shall furnish the same upon re- 
quest of the clerk of the town where such child was born or 
its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. Such 
member or servant refusing to furnish such facts shall be 
punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 


Section 6. Parent, within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after a birth 
in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk 
of the town where such child is born. Every householder in 
whose house a death occurs and the oldest next of kin of a 
deceased person in the town where the death occurs shall, with- 
in five days thereafter, cause notice thereof to be given to the 
board of health.

PARK COMMISSIONERS 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1956 


PLAYGROUND 


An increased number of children and adults made use of 
the park facilities this year, particularly in the afternoons. Ten- 
nis was much more popular this year and classes for various 
levels of ability were very well attended. 


One Tennis Court was lighted for night use. Although the 
installation was not completed until late in the summer, the 
court was in great demand throughout the evening until cold 
weather. 


In order to make the facilities of the playground and pond 
more readily available to the children living at a distance from 
the center, a school bus was operated by the Park Department 
each week day morning to bring the children to the park and 
return them home. 2,697 children were carried on 46 trips, an 
average of 58 per day. It is planned to continue this service 
during the coming summer. 


SWIMMING 


13,537 boys and girls registered for swimming. On hot 
afternoons arrangements were made to keep the bath house 
open throughout the afternoon and evening. 


Due in part to the number of children brought by the 
bus, it was necessary to hold 30 classes a week in swimming 
instructions. 154 children passed the following tests: 
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Beginners 74 
Swimmers 22 
Life Saving 21 
Intermediates 31 
Advance Swimmers 6 


Improvements made during the year include: 


1. Addition of a new section of swimming pier. 


2. Painting of interior of Bath House. 


RESERVATION 


Experiments were started in the use of Chemical solutions 
for the control of under growth (brush) aiming to more effi- 
ciently and economically handle this problem. It is planned to 
enlarge this program during the coming season. 


Selected areas of the pond were sprayed by helicopter to 
kill weeds this year. It is planned to continue this program in 
order to improve the upper pond for boating and fishing.

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REGULATIONS OF THE SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 


No pupil may enter the kindergarten unless he will be five 
years old on or before December 31. New pupils will be reg- 
istered in May. 


No pupil may enter grade one unless he will be six years 
old on or before December 31. 


When a pupil first enters the public schools of the Town 
of Hopedale he must present a birth certificate and a vac- 
cination certificate. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of any 
contagious disease shall not return to school unless he has se- 
cured from the attending physician, or the school physician, or 
his representative, a health certificate stating that all danger 
of contagion is over. 


The No-School Signal is 2-2-2-2. When the No-School 
Signal is sounded at 7:15 A.M., it closes all schools for all day. 
When the No-School Signal is sounded at 7:30 A.M., it closes 
the kindergarten and grades one through six all day, but the 
junior and senior high schools will be in session. When the No- 
School Signal is sounded at 12:30 P.M., it closes the kinder- 
garten and grades one through six for the afternoon. An effort 
will be made to have the signal announced on radio stations 
WMOO, WTAG, WBZA, and WKOX.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The Librarian respectfully submits the seventy-first annual 
report. 


To summarize the appended figures briefly: 123 new bor- 
rowers registered during the year making the total members 
1,723 and the circulation was increased by 4,110. The adult 
gain was 2,330; the juvenile gain was 1,780. At the Branch 23 
new borrowers and a gain in circulation of 566. Our circulation 
of non-fiction is increasing, indicating a trend toward a demand 
for books on information. 


One aspect of running a library is not unlike running a 
_ business. We must anticipate the demands of the public and 
be ready to supply the goods and services that they need. A 
public library is not primarily a business organization; its es- 
sential function is one of community service and it should be 
measured in terms of service. Guiding the High School students 
to find through the card catalog or in the encyclopedias the 
material required for his school assignment; searching out the 
identification of an unusual and treasured coin or stamp; look- 
ing up for a perplexed consumer the ratings of various types 
and makes of washing machines; assembling for a college stu- 
dent source material from old periodicals for a paper he must 
write; finding for the small boy a book on model airplane con- 
struction; selecting entertaining reading for a convalescent or 
books with large print for tired eyes; these are some of the 
functions of the library. When special material has been re- 
quested, which our library does not possess, every effort has 
been made to furnish this necessary material through the Inter- 
Library Loan, Department of Education, Boston. 


Again this year the Children’s Library awarded State 
Certificates to the boys and girls in the elementary schools who 
made book reports on books read from their graded list. 84 
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certificates were issued in 1956. For the summer reading group, 
16 children entered and 6 awards were given. Three story hours 
were held during the year. 


During Book Week in November classes from the school 
visited the Children’s Room with their teachers. The usual 
service that the library renders in sending book collections to 
the class rooms of the elementary schools was continued this 
year. Work in cooperation with the schools forms an important 
part of the library program. 


During the year Mrs. Hattersley, Children’s Librarian, has 
inspected and mended 331 books saving us considerable money 
and at the same time keeping the appearance of the shelves 
neat. 


The Trustees have continued their policy of maintaining 
the building as nearly as possible in its original beauty. In 
accordance with this policy the floors have had their refinishing 
and troublesome leaks in the walls and roof have been repaired. 
The installation of an ornamental iron railing on the entrance 
steps has added greatly to the safety of persons using the li- 
brary. 


On October 18, this library was hostess to the Bay Path 
Library Association. The meeting was held in the Community 
House. Mr. Robert Whitman extended a cordial word of greet- 
ing from the trustees. Panel discussion on Library Bill 2763 was 
the topic of the morning session. Mr. Whitman, our trustee, 
was on this panel and questioned just whether these regional 
set-ups would be the important part of the apportionment and 
also whether new standards would or could be met. After a 
luncheon, Miss Charlotte B. Johnson of the Worcester Art Mu- 
seum gave a very interesting talk on Modern Art. 


Library meetings were attended by both the librarian and 
Mrs. Hattersley; your librarian serving on the nominating com- 
mittee for the Bay Path Club. 
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We also completed a nine week course in Advanced Refer- 
ence Work given under the direction of the Massachusetts Divi- 
sion of Library Extension held at Edgell Library at Framing- 
ham Center under the supervision of Mr. Francis P. Keough. 
This was a very interesting and instructive course. 


We are very fortunate in having as our part time assistants 
Mrs. Constance L. Clark and Mrs. Leola W. Stearns, both grad- 
uates of Simmons College School of Library Science. 


In June, Mr. James Young resigned from his position as 
custodian due to retirement. He had served the library in that 
capacity for 31 years. His kindness and courtesy and his inter- 
est in the welfare of the library will be greatly missed. The 
Trustees appointed Mr. Gerald M. Dee as custodian. 


We are grateful to many for gifts of books acknowledged 
in the appendix of this report. Our thanks again to Mr. Harry 
A. Billings for the very generous fund given by him in memory 
of his wife, Mrs. Beatrice Billings. To Mrs. John Hutchinson, 
chairman of the Art Committee of the Hopedale Community 
Woman’s Club, for the beautiful Christmas arrangement; to 
the Temple Flowers for their many artistic flower arrangements 
throughout the year; to Mr. Charles F. Merrill for lending us 
the picture of the “Old House”, the community home of Hope- 
dale’s first settlers. 


The librarian wishes to express to the Trustees her appre- 
ciation of their thoughtful interest and help in matters pertain- 
ing to the library and staff. 


The vote of confidence which the people of Hopedale have 
given us in their increased patronage this year leads us to be- 
lieve that, on the whole, 1956 has been a successful year for the 
library. Our efforts in 1957 shall be directed sincerely toward 
justifying the confidence which has been placed in us.
